Just as the country is emerging from the trials and tribula- 


tions of an unprecedented-fuel famine aivd.lobkihg,fprward to 
better things it is-reminded that anthrac'itey.coal wilPcbnlinue 
to be scarce, and of course Wis-means thai prices willremain 
high. No one expects peace prices in war times, on coal or any 
olher commodity. Labor is high and transportation rates are. 
looking upward, and the people must fool such bills as. are 
unavoidable. But it might as well be understood first as last 
that if there is any juggling of the coal business, they will/make 
themselves heard in.no uncertain' terms; 
' ' 
,'. 


There lias' 'lately been published a statement of the General 


Committee of Anthracite Operators which attempts to show 
why coal will be scarce. It is not given out that the people will 
not be supplied, but there seems to be an attempt to lay a 
foundation for the^ belief that 'the •supply will hot be over- 
abundant; and this, of course, means that' prices will continue 


Figures, quite naturally, are resorted to to demonstrate the 


situation from the operalprs'-viewpoint: We are told that the 
population of the anthracite burning area;. which includes New 
England, the Middle Atlantic states and the District of Colum- 
'bia, issudvthat the' total1 output of hard 'coal will supply only 
about three shovelsful a day to each pers'on. That seems to 
be whittling it down pretty fine; to be a forerunner of a cam- 
paign to prepare the people.for the worst. 
•' ; 


But they have been told on good authority that there is m 


the ground an abundance of coal for all purposes for a great 
many years to come, regardless of increases in the population, 
and they are. in no mood 'to submit to manufactured pressure, 
even in a lime of war. They 'are prepared" to make due allow- 
ance for. war conditions, -but they are- not prepared to be held 
up asihe'y have been during the past winter, and if therq is 
any attempt in this direction there will'be trouble, and there 
should be. 


There is coal enough in the earth, there is labor enough to 


get it out and there is transportation enough to move it. The 
government is professing to regulate the business in the in- 
terest of consumers, and unless it can do this to a reasonably 
satisfactory degree it will lose the people's confidence at a time 
when the need of such confidence is supreme. 


Under the conditions that exist it is the governmenl's duty 


and business to see that such a fuel situation as has prevailed 
for the last six months is never repealed. -There is a long sea- 
son of open weather in which IB.prepaVe for next winler, the 
people stand ready to do their part, and they expect the gov- 
ernment and the operators to do theirs,- openly and above 
board. Any attempt at juggling for the purpose of maintain- 
ing the present high prices or. pushing them still higher will He 
quickly noted, and the effect on public sentiment will be far 
from helpful at a lime when solidification and not diyision of 
public, sentiment is an end lo be most earnestly sought by the 
powers that be.
